'I'he following extract, giving a graphic description of 


a Storni at .sea, and the thrilling sensations produced by 


the rending cry of 
a man overboard,” is from R ey­ 


nolds’s .lournal of the cruise of the Potomac :— 


“ it was on Tuesday, the 15th of Novem ber, in lati­ 
tude 34 south, and longitude 30 east. 
The morning 
opened with strong gales from the northwest, which in­ 
creased in violence until the afternoon. 
Sail after anil 
was taken in, or reefed, until the Potomac wore little 
else than a storm dress. 
T he sea was exceedingly high, 
rough, and unpleasant ; and the ship rolled and la­ 
bored heavily. 
T he w hite spot was seen in the south, 
but experience alone could tell the power it contained. 
Ill an instant the gale from iho north ‘’let go its hold;” 
the little canvass that remained spread flapped loosely 
on the yards ; and, ere there was time for thought or 
action, a gale Irom the the southwest struck the vessel 
with such power, and with a change so sudden, that it 
required the utmost exertion o f professional skill to pre­ 
pare her to meet the tierce encounter. 


‘•It comes resistless, and w ith foaming sweep 
I'p lu rn s the w h it’ning snrtaee o f the d e e p ; 
In such a tem pest, borne to deeds of dealli, 
T h e w ay w ard sisters scour the blasted h eath.”

The high and combing waves, running quick from the 
northeast, thus met and arrested in their course by vio­ 
lent gusts from the southwest, created upon the whole 
extent o f the ocean’s surface, at least as far as the eye 
could reach, sheets o f flying foam, as the water was 
carried from the cap of each rolling billow in masses to 
leeward. 
This sadden encounter o f the wind and the 
wavos caused the latter to mount up into vast and mov- 
ing pyramids of angry foam. 
It is in such a moment as this that the profession o f a 
sailor becomes really sublime ! 
It is a contest for mas­ 
tery between the elements and the intellectual daring of 
man ! 
At such a moment all hands are called ; and, 
fore and aft— from the fore, main and mizen tops— each 
oflicer and sailor stands in deathlike silence, to receive 
and execute whatever orders the commander in a low 
and subdued tone, through the oflicer of llie deck, may 
see fit to give. 
H e is the master-spirit whose coolness, 
experience, and intellectual energies, alone can control 
the demon of the tempest. 


“ True to his trust, w hen sacred du ty rail*, 
iSo howling storm the laasler’s soul appals.” 
F a lconer. 
On the present occasion, every requisite order had 
been given, and each of them hud been executed with a 
prompt and fearless obedience. 
T he gallant Potomac, 
recovering from the unexpected shock she hud received 
in a sudden change of wind, and raising herself with a 
graceful majesty from the sullen and involuntary obei­ 
sance which she hod paid to the blast, begun to obey 
tho impulse o f her helm, when the appalling and ter­ 
rific cry o f ” a man overboard !” resounded fore and 
aft. 
Tho usual orders in such an emergency are— ‘‘Hard 
down the helm ! 
Cut away the liie-buoy ! and stand 
by to lower the life-boat !” which is always suspended 
from the ship’s quarters, with suitable and appropriate 
lashings. 
Put the commodore very properly hesitated 
to give such orders on the present occasion ; for it was 
hut too evident that no bout could live, for u single mo­ 
ment, among the turbulent billows which were beating 
round and climbing up the sides o f tho frigate. 
T he 
fooling that pervades one at such a crisis is painfully in- 
lonse ;— we know ot no excitement on shore that can 
possibly he compared with it. it is in such emergencies 
that the thorough-bred sailor exhibits traits of character 
which should cover a multitude of sins. T he fury o f the 
S tu rm — the tempest-tost ocean— the certainty o f death 
before them, could not restrain the generous impetuosity 
of the crew. 
They had gathered e/i m asse on the 
ship’s quarter,with hands upon the ratlins, ready to leap 
into the boats on either side, to rescue a shipmate from 
destruction, or share with him a watery grave. 
'I’he suspense, which had now become insuflerable, 
was soon relieved by the cheerful exclamation from the 
larboard gangway, of “ there he is ! there he is !” and 
the man was borne aft as one snatched from the very 
portals o f death. 
It appears that he had been sent into 
the forechuins, to clear the foresheet, as the sudden 
change o f wind came on ; and the ship rolling at the 
time very deep, ho was washed from thence into the 
Sea. 
l ortunately, he had done his work so well, by 
overhauling the sheet, that a bite had fallen near the 
water ; so that when the ship rolled again towards him 
he succeeded in seizing it, and but u moment elapsed 
before the welcom e exciumatioa of “ here ho is ! liero he 
IS !” relieved the feelings o f all.
